London, July 25.— The war office has 
received the following despatch from 
Gen. Hoborts: 

"Vundermerwe Station, July L4.-We 
mude a general advance yesterday from 
the position we have been holding east of 
L'rotoriti since Juno 12. 

•■Ian Hamilton, from the north, reach- 
ed Hustenfontein, seven miles north of 
Bronkhorst Spruit, on July 122. This so 
completely surrounded the enemy's line 
of retreat that they abandoned the strong 
position they had been occupying in front 
of Pole-Curew. 

"Stephenson's brigade advanced yes- 
terday unopposed to Elands River sta- 
tion. Our right was protected by the 
Isi anil -itli brigades of cavalry under 
Gen. French and Hutton's mounted in- 
fantry. The former crossed cast of 
Wilge river. Railway and telegraphic 
communication were restored last night. 

"In tlie supply train captured at Roodo- 
Val were 200 Welsh Fusiliers, most of 
whom had been prisoners. 

"Dewet's force in continuing to move 
northeasterly. It was at Hoodepoor on 
July 22, with Broadwood not far behind, 
and Little's cavalry brigade following 
Broadwood." 

Note — It is not clear whether the sup- 
ply train and two hundred Fusiliers 
mentioned in the above despatch are iden- 
tical with tile train and one hundred 
Cameron Highlanders, the capture of 
which was reported by Lord Roberts on 
J uly 22. 

Uaden-Powell reports as follows: 

"Magato Farm, July 22.— Colonels' 
A rey and Lusliington, with 4.">0 Mtien, 
drove 1,000 Boers from a very strong 
position and scattered them with consid- 
erable loss. Our casualties were six kill- 
ed and 10 wounded." 

Tho following despatch from Gen. Rob- 
erta lias been received nt the war olllce: 

"Bronkorst, Spruit, July 24.— We 
matched here to-day. This Is the place 
where the 94th was attacked on Decem- 
ber 20, 1880. Tho graves of officers and 
men are in fair preservation and will be 
put in good order. 

"Tho march was unopposed, but 
French's cavalry and Hutton's mounted 
infantry made a wide detour on our right 
and met bodies of the enemy. These 
were driven back, leaving several dead 
and wounded. A good many were also 
captured. Our casualties were one kill- 
ed. 

"Broadwood reports that he captured 
live of Dewet's wagons to-day. He' was 
waiting at Vredefort until Little joined 
him." 



THE ROSSLAXD MURDER. 

The Accused Small Boy Is Allowed at 
Large on His Own Recognizance. 

Rossland, July 25.— The preliminary 
examination of Ernest Ckenoweth, the 
7-year-old boy charged with the mur- 
der of Mali Lin, a Chinaman, to-day, re- 
sulted in the court releasing the accused 
on his own recognizance, and submitting 
the case to the Attorney-General. The 
only testimony of importance cTered was 
a copy of an alleged confession by the ac- 
cused to the effect that he shot tho China- 
man. It was shown to the court that the 
confession was obtained by promises, and 
that no warning was given tho accused. 
There was no corroborating testimony of 
importance, and so the court held that a 
conviction could not be obtained before 
a jury on such evidence; but that he 
would submit the matter to tho Attor- 
ney-General and would announce the re- 
sult on Monday next.

UNITED STATES PROTEST. 

Objects to the Bombardment of the City 
of Panama. 

Washington, July 2,">. — The state de- 
partment received a despatch from Con- 
sul Cudges at Panama, saying the revo- 
lution there had taken a serious turn. 
Tho attacking force — ho did not make it 
plain whicli party to the trouble, but pro- 
bably the insurgents — was considering the 
proposition of bombarding the city of 
Panama. As a party Lo the treaty of 
184G, which guarantees the neutrality 
of tlie Isthmus, the United States filed 
an immediate protest against the bom- 
bardment, which would destroy tho ter- 
minus of the Isthmian railway. 

Kingston, Jamaica, July 25. — A reli- 
able passenger by the steamer Dnrien, 
which arrived bore to-day from Colon, 
confirms tlie statement of the captain of 
tile steamer Flaudria, to tlie extent that 
under an arrangement Panama was to 
have been formally surrendered on July 
2.'!. and tho rebels had surrounded the 
city. The government the passenger 
said, reported that the rebels had 1,500 
men at Carozol, two miles from Panama, 
and 1,51)1) more splendidly armed and dis- 
ciplined, while tho government had only 
seven hundred troops. The principal 
government generals had loft Panama by 
the British steamer Leander. Since July 
IS tln> post and telegraphic ollices have 
boon closed tit Colon and Pa mi mn by the 
rebel forces. Colon is without troops or 
government. 

With the fall of Barranquella, which is 
expected to occur soon, the revolution 
will end in favor of the rebels.

The soldiers will canip in Steveston for 
a week, sleeping in their clothes within 
reach of their rifles, unless a big run of 
fish comes and the whites go fishing be- 
fore that time, which they are expected 
to do. 

Late this afternoon word came from 
Steveston that a largo number of whites 
wanted to lish at going prices, but wore 
being urged by the leaders not to do so. 
It is thought it is but n question of hours 
before many of them will give in. 

A white fisherman named Deneer was 
arrested by i\ special policeman to-day 
for striking 11 Jap. The fisherman's de- 
fence was that the Jap pulled a gun. 

Tho Indians are holding out at Stoves- 
ton. They are satisfied with 20 and 15 
cents, but refuse to break their word to 
tlie white strikers. 

Stovoston, July 25— (10:30 p.m.)— Tho 
town is quiet. One hundred and fifty 
Japs bung up their nets to-night and re- 
joined the strikers, saying- they had gone 
out under a misapprehension. 

The striking Indians armed themselves 
to-day and were to attack tlie Japanese 
to-night, but. were persuaded from their 
contemplated action by the white strik-j 
ers. The strikers are exerting all their 
energies in persuading tho three thous- 
and Japanese to stop fishing, and claim 
they will succeed. Tents arrived for thd 
soldiers to-night and they are now camp- 
ing near the river. 



W IN N IPEG EXHIBITION. 

British Columbia Display Attracts Much 
Attention. 

Winnipeg, July 25.— The Winnipeg ex- 
hibition wus largely attended to-day. It 
was fanners' day and there were un- 
usually large crowds in from various 
parts of the province and North Dakota. 

Next to the stock show the most inter- 
esting sight to the farmers is the Brit- 
ish Columbia building, where the grain 
exhibits are displayed. The building was 
continually thronged by the agriculturist*, 
who manifested great interest in the dis- 
play of grain, on which the prize tickets 
had just been placed. 



RAINFALL IN INDIA. 

It Is Sufficient For Agricultural Pur- 
poses in Some Districts. 

London, July 25. — Tlie governor of 
Bombay presidency, Lord Xorthcote of 
Exeter, reports a general rainfall, "suf- 
fic^Ht for agricultural purposes" in Sur- 
at and Southern Gujarat. He says tltat 
two and a half inches of rain have fall- 
en since yesterday in Godhra and Pncll 
Mills, an inch in several parts of Aluna- 
dabtul, iver half nn inch in parts of 
Kniim anil sufficient in the portions of 
Baroda adjoining Surat., 

In the remaining parts of Baroda no 
rain has fallen, thus extensive failure of 
crops will bo inevitable unless there is 
immediate relief. 



London, July 25.— The Premier, Lord 
Salisbury, to-day notified United States 
Ambassador Choate that it was impos- 
sible to accept- the evidence so far sub- 
mitted by the Chinese or that transmit- 
ted by tho United States, regarding the 
safety of the foreign ministers at l'okin, 
and that until their safety should be 
thoroughly established tho British gov- 
ernment would be unable to discuss any 
question of mediation or of kindred mat- 
ters. 

The Austrian warships Kaiserin Eliza- 
beth and Aspern have sailed for China. 
There is some fear in London that the 
Russian claim to control of the railway 
from Taku to l'okin will delay the pro- 
posed advance of the allies on Pekin. 

Berlin, July 25. — The imperial' minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, Count von Buelow, 
has gone to Bremerhaven to report to 
tho Emperor. The press of Berlin con- 
tinues to support Count von Buolow's 
reply, to the Chinese minister, Lu (Hun, 
which one journal points out " is all the 
more welcome, as it denotes complete 
accord with the attitude of Franco and 
Japan toward tho unknown rulers at 
Pekin." 

The feeling is growing in official circled 
that tho ministers at l'okin are alive. 

St. Petersburg, July 25.— Russian 
troops for Xikolsk and Sungar River are 
hastening to the relief of Charbin and 
other places in n similar plight.. 

General Grodokoff reports that the 
Chinese feebly cannonaded Blugovest- 
chensk on Sunday, July 22. Little dam- 
age was done. 

Cossacks are crossing the Amur river, 
dispersing the Chinese. 

The steamer Vojovodn, which has ar- 
rived at Tolbusin from Charbin, reports 
that she was fired upon nt Sausin by 
Chinese from the river banks and lunks. 

The Jnpancse government are ready to ■ 
mobilize their additional divisions for, 
service in China if required. 

Washington, July 25. — A discussion of 
tho authenticity of the despatch from 
Minister Conger, dated at Pekin on the 
ISth instant, developed the fact to-day 
that several years ago a copy of the 
state department cipher code disappeared 
and never has been recovered. These 
books are numbered and receipted for 
when stationed in the hands of those 
entitled to thorn. Tho intimation was 
given that the missing code book had 
fallen into the hands of the Chinese 
government. This information was cal- 
culated to inspire a doubt) as to the 
authenticity of the Conger message. 

State department officials decline to 
discuss the story of the theft of the 
code book, but they enter a denial that 
they ever entertained a suspicion that 
it had fallen into the hands of tlie Chi- 
nese government. . 

It is known that- several years ago a 
copy was made of the old state depart- 
ment cipher, which has since been 
changed. A copy of this the authorities 
have strong reasons to believe found its 
way into the possession of another gov- 
ernment, not tho Chinese. This old 
code has been out of use for many years, 
having boon replaced by one which the 
state department officials regard as much 
better. 

The receipt at Tien Tsin of an un- 
doubtedly genuine and autographic mes- 
sage from Minister Conger has done noth- 
ing to dissipate the doubts as to the action 
at Pekin, The message, which was for- 
warded by the navy office at Tien Tsin 
and Chee Foo, has indeed served only to 
deepen the mystery. Tho official con- 
clusion remains unchanged, of course, 
but it is admitted that a careful scrutiny 
of the telegraphic message in comparison 
with the famous cipher message from 
Minister Conger admits of tho belief that 
the two messages wore indited by Mr. 
Conger at about the same time. The 
situation at the British legation is re- 
presented to be the same in each ease, 
and as Mr. Conger declares that relief 
must come quickly if at all, there is 
ground for the supposition that condi- 
tions could not long have remained un- 
changed in such a crisis. Tho assump- 
tion that this reasoning chiefly involves 
the further conclusion that Mr. Conger's 
cipher message, if genuine, was dated 
the ISth of July, two weeks later than 
the date of actual writing, and of course 
if re- dated at all that was done by Chi- 
nese officials. On the other hand, and In 
support of the state department's posi- 
tion, came to-day a message from an- 
other Chinese viceroy, Tak. at Canton, 
who took charge after Li Hung Chang's 
departure. This also affirmed solemnly 
the safety of the legations, and coining 
from so many different sources and from 
such important Chinese' officials, the de- 
spatches claim a'ttontiph. 

A cable report to-day to the war de- 
partment from Lieut.-Col. Coolidgo, in 
command of the Ninth Infantry since the 
death of Col. Liscolm, indicates that the 
temporary government formed for Tien 
Tsin has not been put in force yet. 

Adjutant-General Corbin to-day re- 
ceived two cable messages from Major- 
General Chaffee, both dated at Nagasaki 
to-day. The first roads: " Transport 
arrived nt this port on the 24th; all are 
well. Transport will leave this port on 
the 25th for Taku." The second is Gen. 
Chaffee's acceptance and thanka for his 
promotion.

GhLNEUAL DORWAUD'S LETTER. 

Lie Sends a Sympathetic Message to the 
United States Troops. 

Tien Tsin, July 1U, via Oliee Fou, July 
24. — tlen. Dorwurd, the British com- 
mander, has sent the United States com- 
manders a letter in which ha says: "I 
desire to express the high appreciation of 
the British troops of the honor done 
them in serving alongside of their com- 
rades of the United Stales army and of 
the high honor accorded me in having 
them under my command. I blame my- 
self for the mistake made in taking their 
positions by the Ninth regiment, not re- 
membering that troops fresh to the scene 
of action and hurried forward in the 
excitement of attack were likely to lose 
their way. Still the position they took 
and gallantly stuck to all day undoubt- 
edly prevented a large body of the en- 
emy from turning the right attacking 
line and indicting severe loss on the 
French and Japanese." 

(!en. Dorward ulso expressed sympathy 
with the Americans in the hiss of CuL 
Liscum. commander of the regiment, and 
Col. Davis, of the Marine corps, lie 
commended Lieut.

and nil were a little damaged by lire of 
the nllies 'artillery. A curious spectacle Is 
•presented by a number of mud hovels Im- 
mediately under the wall, where the latter 
-was most damaged, hardly one of them 
Showing signs of having boon hit. 

Inside tho city the damage was terrific. 
The buildings nearest the wnll were gut- 
ted by lire nnd ninny were literally blown 
to pieces by the shells of the nllies. Among 
the smouldering ruins nre many charred 
corpses which the pigs nnd dogs nre eating. 
The allies nre busy removing the bodies. 

It Is stated thnt the Chinese losses since 
■the trouble broke out are 11,000, most of 
whom have been killed by the Boxers and 
•soldiers. 

The Boxers nre said to be gathering In 
large numbers In the neighborhood or the 
Halkon arsenal, captured by Admiral Sey- 
mour's column and now occupied by Rus- 
slan troops. The latter have suffered sev- 
eral casualties through snipers concealed In 
the woods In Hint vicinity.

NOVA SCOTIA IRON. 

Deposits of Iron •That Will Make Canada 
The World's Creates! Producer. 

From Montreal Star. 

Mr. George L>. Cowlau, vice-president 
of the inter-State Finance Company, of 
New York, hus recently been on u visit 
to Antigouish county, Nova Scotia, in- 
vestigating the deposits of iron ore there 
with a view to the future development of 
the properties and ill a letter to the Stnr 
he takes n sanguine view of the future 
possibilities in that connection, lie looks 
upon the discoveries as being of much im- 
portance to Great Britain and in his be- 
lief will restore her through her premier 
colony, to the position of the world's 
greatest producer of iron. 

The ores referred to are in an iron 
range nine miles in length, and, except tit 
its northern end. about a thousand feet 
high, in Antigouish county, the range 
having a northeast-south west course, par- 
allel witli the const of Northumberland 
straits and about two anil a half mill's 
distant therefrom. They lire in solid ver- 
ticul veins, having walls of tine grained 
traprock or metamorphosed sand stone, 
occupy the eeutre of the mountain, hav- 
ing the same northeast-southwest course 
ns the range they are in. 

Doctor's brook cuts this range nt its 
base, and at right angles, a couple of 
mile« from its northern end. In the gorge, 
both sides, many veins have been uncov- 
ered and work is still going on, the. veins 
showing on eneli side of the gorge ill cor- 
responding position und uniform measure- 
ments. Mr. Cowlau estimates that, with 
an average of 1,000 feet high, the nine 
miles would yield about 1(1 cubic feet or 
ore to the ton, approximately half a bil- 
lion tons of ore above drainage. 

The ore is a blueish hematite in the 
larger veins, two of the smaller being 
clearly fossiliferous, probably Clinton 
ores, like those found in Alabama; but 
Mr. Cowlan gays they are of much higher 
grade. 

Mr. Cowlnn thinks the average yield 
from several analyses made, can be safe- 
ly put nt 53 per cent, metallic iron, and 
the phosphorous at something under .500: 

A projected railway 35 miles hi length, 
hctweeu Antigouish and the iron moun- 
tain, runs through a coal field, the coal 
being a coking coal of the quality long 
known in Novn Scotia. 

Ai Antigouish, snys Mr. Cowlnn, there 
is plenty of carboniferous limestone, and 
he thinks that, barring that the coke is 
poorer, there would seem to be conditions 
permitting the making of pig iron at 
low a cost as at any point in Alabama. As 
an offset of the inferior coke he says th 
ore will run 15 to 2d per cent, more met- 
nlic iron than the ores used in Alabama. 
And. ns a still more important offset, th 
Dominion of ( 'anada' pays a bounty ou all 
pig iron made. Mr. Cowlan thinks that 
there miisi follow, from this discovery, : 
development in Antigouish such as fol 
lowed from the discoveries of the Ala- 
bama deposits or those in Michigan or 
Minnesota on Lake Superior, with both 
of which, he says, it ranks iu magnitude 
and economic importance. 

He goes on to say that with propel 
facilities nt Arisaig, ore could be mined, 
curried to pier and loaded into vessels nt 
a cost below forty cents per ton; at Anti- 
gonic-h nl less than lifty cents, and at tin 
Straits of Canso. or Country Harbor, at 
sixty or sixty-five cents, giving profit to 
mining and to currying alike. This would 
open up a large trai'e to Atlantic ports of 
the United States nnd to England, less 
than 2.000 miles distant, where he thinks 
ore could he landed at a cost of from six 
to seven shillings in all, or say 12 to 1-1 
shillings for the ore necessary to make 
over a ton of pig iron.

Amur Sails For Skagway With 
Big Cargo— Garonne 
In Trouble, 



Although ninny thousands of tons of 
coal have boon taken to Dutch Harbor 
this senson, there was a coal famine 
there for several days this month, nnd 
as a result, the steamer Manauense, 
which arrived yostcrdny afternoon from 
St. Michael, was delayed there three 
clays, until the arrival of the sailing fillip 
Jabcz Howes, 34 days from Ladysmith, 
when the coal bunkers were replenished 
nnd the steamer was able to coal. 

The Mannuensc made a very fast run 
to and from Dutch Harbor. She ran 
down to Dutch Harbor in 50 hours, and 
from there made the run to Victoria in 
5 days nnd 1!) hours. The steamer Tort- 
land arrived at Dutch Harbor on July 
17, almost coincident with the arrival 
of the Jnbez Howes. 

A sealing schooner was seen leaving 
for tin- Sea. but her name was not 
learned. The United States lighthouse 
tender Columbine sailed from Hutch 
Harbor for the south on the 17th, and 
the Manning loft a few days before for 
Seattle, bringing down the body of her 
chief engineer, who died on the vessel. 
The schooner Fred. 10. Sanders was 
spoken three days ago, bound in. She 
was in lint. .>().:!!> H., Long. 135.30 YV. 

The steamers reported quarantined nt 
Egg Island by the Bristol were still 
there when the Rlnnnuonse sailed. All 
vessels arriving at St. Michael from 
Nome are quarantined. 

The Mannuense will leave for Nnnni- 
ino early this morning to loud 300 tuns 
of bunker coal on behalf of her owners. 



TO SEIZE THE ALPHA. 

Collectors Ordered to Take Possession 
of the Hritish Craft Whenever 
She Enters a U. S. Port. 

Collector Heustifi, who is in charge of 
the Puget Sound customs district, says 
he has received instructions from Wash- 
ington, which he has in turn transmit tod 
to the 'deputy collectors at Seattle, Ta- 
eoma and other sub-ports, to seize the 
British steamship Alpha the first time 
she enters American waters, and the ut- 
most vigilance will be exercised to carry 
out the orders, says the Port Townsend 
Call. The charge against the Alpha 
grows out of the trip she made to Cape 
Nome early in the year, against the ex- 
pressed orders of the American authori- 
ties, who took the stand that, in clear- 
ing from Victoria for Nome via St. 
Michael, where* she was compelled to 
enter, the .vessel was in the coastwise 
trade, which is prohibited undet the 
United States laws. The Alpha was the 
first vessel of the big licet to go .North 
this year, and succeeded in reaching 
Nome and discharging her big freight 
and passenger cargo before the United 
States authorities had time to establish 
a customs system nt the new port. 



FOB THE NORTH. 

The Amur Sails For Skagway and the 
Queen City For Naas and Way 
Porte— Both Well Filled. 

Steamer Amur sailed for Skagway last 
night with her hold well filled and all her 
passenger accommodation taken tip. The 
Queen City also sailed, similarly filled, 
for Nnau and the canneries and ports of 
call between there and Victoria. The 
Amur had another large assortment of 
groceries shipped by a number of local 
houses, feed and produce sent North by 
Brackman & Ker and H. C. Macaulay, 
lumber, in fact a heterogeneous collec- 
tion of merchandise which finds a ready 
market at Dawson, White Horse and 
other Northern points. At Vancouver 
.she will load on her deck two hundred 
sheep and will embark a contingent of 
35 members of the Northwest Mounted 
Police. Among the passengers from A'ic- 
tori.i wore R. Skinner and family, T. 
Tugwell and Miss Tugwell, who wore 
returning to the hotel kept by Mr. Tug- 
well nt Log Cabin; Mrs. Whaleu, who 
goes North to join her husband, who s 
master of one of the river steamers; L. 
B. Manchester and D. Longtin. 

The hold of the Queen City contained 
groceries and general cannery supplies 
for the most part. Among her passen- 
gers were E. A. Wadhams, the canaory- 
man; Mrs. Field and Mr. Corker. 

SAILING VESSELS SPOKEN. 

Several of the Windjammers Bound to 
This Port With Cargoes From 
England Kecently Spoken. 

A number of the sailing vessels bound 
to the Bonds from England have been 
reported. The St. Mary's Bay,.which is 
bunging a eoal cargo for cue navy at 
Esotlinialt, was si>Ken on June 15 in 
:;7 X. 14 \V. The Willmnllie, another 
vessel bringing coal for the navy from 
tho Welsh port, was spoken on May 10 
in 40 N. 14 VV. The llala, which is 
bringing a general cargo from London to 
It 1' Kithet, was spoken on Juno 15 in 
50 N. W. The Carl, which is bring- 
ing cargo from Liverpool for Robert 
Ward & Co., was spoken on May 12 in 
4'J N. 15 W. 



The other fifteen have been secured by 
Germany. Those chartered by the Unit- 
ed States are the Athenian. California, 
Victor, PakHng, Strathgyle, Belgian 
Kin- and Thyra. The vessels, taken up 
by Germany are the Uhine.'H. II. Meier, 
Gere, Dresden, Halle, Aachen,'" Cres- 
field, Batavia, Phoenecia, Bosnie, Sil- 
esia and four others, The German gov- 
ernment, according to report, is said to 
b'j buying war supplies in the United 
States" to' the value of two million dol- 
lars. The German vessels are nearly all 
in tiie Atlantic service and the majority 
of the steamers are plying between Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore and Bremen. The 
Bosnia and Silesia, as told in these col- 
umns, are already on the way to San 
Francisco, tin' former from Baltimore 
and the latter from Yokohama. 

PREFER THE UPPER YUKON. 

Travellers and Shippers Now Use the 
Upper Yukon Steamers, and Many 
Lower River Boats Are Idle. 

Since the railway has been in opera- 
tion over the passes and the river 
steamers on the Upper Yukon have been 
giving so frequent a service to Dawson, 
there is very little travel or freight busi- 
ness via the Lower Yukon. Oapt. Muck- 
ley, a trader, who arrived by the Mannu- 
ense. savs he counted no less than 30 
vessels 'lying in the harbor at St. 
Michael, idle. Many will not be used, 
as there is nothing for them to do. owing 
to the fact that travellers nnd shippers 
seem to much prefer the upper river 
route. , . , , . 

Capt. Buckley saw lying on the henen 
at St. Michael a stern-wheeler, taken up 
by he and bis partners on the steamer 
Garonne in 1898, which was seized by 
the marshal for running up the Koyu- 
kuk, which, being a Hritish bottom, she 
was unable to do. She was seized m 
September of last year, and has been 
lying rotting on the beach since. 

SEIZED THE GARONNE. 

She Had Many Thousand Dollars' 
Worth of Liquor on Board 
Not in the Manifest. 

Steamer Garonne, which arrived yes- 
terday afternoon at Seattle from Nome, 
has been falling foul of the United 
States customs officers nt Cape Nome. 
The Nome Gobi Digger of July 4. re- 
ceived yesterday, says; "The erstwhile 
British ship Garonne was seized yester- 
day by Lieut. Jarvis, chief United Stntes 
treasury agent, and taken to St. 
Michael, for having about £18,000 worth 
of foreign liquors aboard her not on the 
manifest. 

"The liquors wore traced down by 
Special Treasury Agent Noyes, and ill 
were taken off the ship before she left 
and were confiscated. The offense of 
bringing dutiable goods without a reccrd 
of them and without paying the duty is 
a very serious one. It is not known 
who owned the liquors, but they were all 
of the finest French, British and Ger- 
man importations. 

"The Garonne was a British ship, hut 
through representation at Washington 
she was allowed to register and clear 
from Seattle, and on this, her first trip 
up this spring, has got into this difficulty. 
The ship should have paid duty at 
Seattle, so it is represented, and entered 
the goods on tin? manifest. 

"Lieut. Jarvis took the ship himself 
to St. Michael. Aboard her were the 
several hundred passengers who were 
anticipating a quick trip to Seattle. 
They were by no menus pleased by the 
switch to the Yukon, and alleged that 
thev would In- put to great inconveni- 
ence. The vessel was seized in the 
stream just before she was to start on 
her course. The treasury officials seized 
the goods at noon nnd spent several 
hours in carrying them ashore and 
storing them. There is fav too much 
whiskev in camp, as many shippers have 
found out, and several transhipments 
have been made in consequence. The 
fact that the liquors were nol on the 
manifest gives n very bad look to 
tilings." The steamer must therefore 
have given bonds before being allowed to 
proceed south, if the facts were as 
stated in the foregoing. 

COAL SCARCE. 

California Consumers Would Run Short 
if Oil Supply Did Not Come to 
Their Rescue. 

J. W. Harrison's coal circular for the 
past week says: During the week there 
have been three arrivais of coal from 
Washington, with 7.400 tons; throe from 
British Columbia, 12,758 tons, on.' from 
Australia, 2^820 tons; total. 22,987 tons. 
There were five deliveres here of Aus- 
tralian last wool;, amounting to 18,735 
tons; this has not happened for several 
years; they went directly to consumers, 
as the coal was badly needed. Seldom 
before in the history of the trade have 
the yards looked as they do now with 
such slim stocks on hand; and the outlook 
is most discouraging as to the future sup-

THE FISHERMEN'S STRIKE. 

The strike on the Frnscr river wiis the 
subject of discussion in the house yes- 
terday and tho members participating in 
it ore to be congratulated upon the very 
moderate tone of their speeches. It is 
eminently proper that a mutter of thin 
kind should be ventilated in the hou<=e. 
The calling out of the milttta was ad- 
versely commented upon by some of the 
speakers, and Mr. Ralph Smith seemed 
to be under the impression that the gov- 
ernment was in some way responsible 
for this; but such is not the ease. Under 
the laws of the Dominion three justices 
of the peace may call upon the militia to 
net in certain cases of emergency, nnd the; 
government does not necessarily interfere 
in the matter at all. Tho best practice 
in such matters is for tho justices of the 
peace to consult with the ofllceiy; of the 
crown before taking action of this kind, 
for the responsibility of calling on the 
aid of an armed force is a very serious 
one. It is not always possible to do this, 
and Mr. Green was somewhat hasty 
when he said the justices, who acted in 
the premises, deserve censure. It is al- 
ways well to remember that there are 
two sides to every question, Mr. Mc- 
Phillips took what we think is the cor- 
rect position, when he said that the bouse 
ought not to constitute itself the judges 
on an insufficient statement of facts. We 
feel, however, that, in every case where 
this extreme power of the justices is ex- 
ercised, the fr:cts ought to be made fully 
known. On the whole, it is perhaps just 
as well that the public should be remind- 
ed of the existence of this power on the 
part of the justices of the peace. It can- 
not be made too clear that no man and 
no body of men has a right to coerce 
others dn the matter of work or wages. 
"When this is thoroughly well understood 
there will be a minimum of interference 
by capitalists or labor unions with the 
rights of individuals. 

The explanation given by the Attorney- 
Genera] was in every way satisfactory. 
He showed that- tho government had ob- 
served a strictly impartial course between 
the canners nnd the fishermen, and had 
instructed their officers to swear in as 
many special constables as were neces- 
sary. He produced evidence to show that 
there were undoubtedly cases of intimi- 
dation on the part of the fishermen and 
that the outlook was very serious in- 
deed, and while the government did not 
know the reasons given for calling out 
the militia, he claimed that tbe house 
should suspend judgment until the full 
fncts were known. Many persons will be 
impressed by Mr. Fooley's views about 
calling out the militia, which are, sub- 
stantially, that "an ounce of prevention 
is better than a pound of cure." - 



Mr. Hunter. M.P.P., asked if the gov- 
ernment could confirm a piece of news 
published in the Colonist. We may say 
to the member from Cariboo that the 
news printed in the Colonist does not 
require confirmation by the government. 



MAILS TO PRINCETON. 

Mrs. Anderson, wife of the editor and 
proprietor of the Siniilkameen Star, is in 
tho city. Interest attaches to her visit 
because she is the tirst person to make 
the journey from Princeton to Vancou- 
ver in a day. Her actual travelling 
time was a little over twenty-one hours, 
and a part of this was taken up in wait- 
ing for the train at nope. The chief 
feature about it is that she rode through 
from Princeton to Hope in about four- 
teen hours. The distance is sixty-five 
miles. She was in the saddle all the 
time, except when cbnnging horses. She 
had tw : o remounts sent ahead of her. 
Mr. Anderson accompanied her a part of 
the journey, nnd a gentleman, who had 
taken the remounts aliead, went with 
her the rest of the way. The point 
which we wish to emphasize just now is 
that .to get the mail from Vancouver to 



Princeton takes over three days. It 
goes by way of Sper.ee' s Bridge. It 
seems as if the growing business of nnd 
mining centre of I'rinceton might, dur- 
ing the summer at least, be served witli 
mail twice a week by way of the Hope 
Pass. 

There is a delegation in the city from 
Princeton to interview the government 
ou the subject of a highway road across 
the Hope Mountains, nnd it is alleged 
that a pass has been found, which is 
1,400 feet lower than that surveyed by 
tho C. V. R. This is n matter that will 
bear looking into, for if the construction 
of some thirty miles of highway will 
open tbe Similkameen country to traffic 
directly with the Const, an effort might 
well be made to embrace such a road in 
any general scheme decided upon by the 
government. Of course, what the 
Similkameen country needs is a railway 
to the Coast. This must certainly form 
a part of any plan which the govern- 
ment may bring down at n future ses- 
sion. 



THE WAR 



We had a despatch yesterday morning 
saying that Gen, Harrington bail defeat- 
ed tho Hoers at the St. Louis river. We 
cannot find such a river on any map, 
nor is it mentioned in a very elaborate 
index to geographical names in South 
Africa. We find a Salmis river, which 
is a branch of the Oliphnnt river, flowing 
into it about 20 miles north of Middle- 
burg. This may be the stream referred 
to, although we say this under much re- 
serve, for all maps and gazetteers arc 
at fault when it comes to South African 
localities. Very great Interest attaches 
to the news from Carrington, because 
he has not been heard from through the 
published telegrams since before the 
relief of Mnfelting. If we have inter- 
preted the despatch correctly, it will be 
very interesting to learn bow he ranched 
the point referred to. We have expected 
that he would descend upon the Trans- 
vaal forces from the north. 

Tbe retirement of the Boers from the 
neighborhood of Middleburg is reported 
from Bronhurst Spruit, which is midway 
between Pretoria and Middleburg. Pre- 
sumably Ian Hamilton and Mnbon have 
continued their advance eastwnrd and 
north of the Netherlands railway: so 
that if our surmise is correct nnd Onr- 
rington is coming down from the north, 
Middleburg would be untenable. It is 
probable that the enemy will make no 
stand along the railway line, but will 
leave it nt Machndodorp or in that vicin- 
ity and strike northeastward for Lyilen- 
burg. This town occupies a very strong 
position indeed, and if the enemy succeed 
in reaching it in force, Lord Roberts 
will find the task of driving them out a 
very difficult one. The approach to 
Lydcnburg from tho south is over a high 
plateau, across which an army can 
march readily enough, although at this 
season of the year the nights will be 
very cold. Before Roberts can get ready 
to undertake this part of his work- 
spring will he coining on and conditions 
will be more favorable. Some distance 
south of Lydcnburg the plateau ends 
with a sudden drop into a valley, and 
through this valley an attacking force 
must advance against tho town. The 
road would he very easily defended, and 
to drive an enemy out would be an ex- 
ceedingly formidable task. At the same 
time, it would be quite as difficult for 
the enemy to get out. Our impression 
is that when once the Boers have been 
driven from the line of the Netherlands 
railway nnd communication has been 
opened between Pretoria and Delagoa 
Bay, the Transvaal will b# readily paci- 
fied, except the part actually occupied 
by Kruger's force, and the doughty 
President will not bold out much longer 
after that. 

This morning's despatches show that 
the advance of our army in the Trans- 
vaal is general. Dewet is making in a 
northeasterly direction so as to join 
Kruger. Brondwood is close in his rear, 
nnd oven if Dewet succeeds in joining 
the Boer forces on their retreat from 
Middleburg. the addition of his com- 
mando will not materially alter tin 
situation, for Broadwood's force will off- 
set it. On the whole it is a good thing 
to have Oewet in that part of th 
country. He is a dashing loader, but 
can do less harm there than anywhere 
else. 

It is not quite clear what Lord Roberts 
means by his reference to the 200 Welsh 
Fusiliers. The implication is that they 
were released prisoners and probably un 
armed, and we are not told whether or 
not they were captured.

ON BEHALF OF THE OIKLS. 

One of the matters thai has been 
brought under the attention of the 
Women's Council is the desirability of 
providing for a half-holiday for the girls 
who attend as clerks in stores. This 
will commend itself to the public gener- 
ally. It is a matter which tbe ladies 
have largely in their own bands. .Most 
of the girl clerks are engaged in the dry 
goods stores, and the ladies are the chief 
patrons of such establishments. If they 
express a desire to have employers let 
the young ladies off for half a day each 
week, they can likely have their own 
way about it. 

The Colonist does not care to interfere 
with the business of other people. It 
must admit, however, that it would like 
to ft-e some such arrangement as is sug- 
gested carried out. The young ladies 
who are engaged in these stores of Vic- 
toria are as estimable and as exemplary 
in their manner of life as any correspond- 
ing number of people in >wy other circles. 
Very many of them, indeed, nre refined 
and intelligent and fitted to adorn any 
sphere. Their work, though not labori- 
ous, is trying. It has its worries. It 
calls for tile exercise of patience nnd 
Courtesy at all times, oven when tired 
nature rebels at the strain imposed upon 
her. If it can be arranged so that the 
young Indies can have half a day to 
themselves every week, they would be 



the better for it in mind and body. We 
hope, therefore, that the effort of the 
ladies will be successful and that the 
merchants will be able to see their way 
clear to give it effect at an early day. 

GAME PRESERVATION. 

Mr. Alan S. Dmnbleton writes us a 
letter ou game preservation. It takes a 
little courage for any person to move in 
a matter of this kind, but we are sure 
that all true sportsmen, and every one 
who wishes to see the attractiveness of 
the Island maintained, will cordially en- 
dorse what ho says. We fear it is only 
too true that the laws for the preserva- 
tion of game and fish are frequently 
violated, and the violations do the very 
injury of which Mr. Dumbleton com- 
plains. At present we have on Van- 
couver Island one of tbe most attractive 
fields in the world for sportsmen, either 
with the rod or the gun. If we can 
conserve our advantages in this respect, 
they will prove a mine of wealth to the 
country. 

We venture to suggest that those per- 
sons, who see alike with our correspond- 
ent in this matter, should get together 
and form some sort of an organization 
for the protection of game nnd game 
lishes. An association can accomplish 
very much more than a number of indi- 
viduals acting separately. The respon- 
sibility of action of any kind would lie 
divided. Tbe very existence of such an 
organization would have a deterrent ef- 
fect upon those persons who now violate 
the law and all the canons of true 
sportsmanship. 



If our observer in the gallery can size 
up the situation, it is going to be pretty 
hard to get business through the house 
very rapidly, for there is very much of a 
disposition on tbe part of some of the 
new members to talk. 



Mr. Turner made a strong point on the 
matter of compulsory arbitration when 
he pointed out that, while it would be pos- 
sible to compel canners to observe the 
decision of a board of arbitration, it 
would be absolutely impossible to com- 
pel the fishermen to do so. 



At an informal meeting of the Pre- 
mier and Chief Commissioner of Public 
Works of New Brunswick with Mr. 
Dunsmuir and the members of his cab- 
inet yesterday, the rights of the prov- 
ince to 'the control of the fisheries within 
the 3-mile limit was talked over. This 
very important subject ha.- already re- 
ceived the attention of Mr. Dunsmuir 
and some of his colleagues. Mr. Helmc- 
ken, M.P.P., has also been looking into 
tbe matter. It will be an excellent thing 
for the province if its right to tho con- 
trol of these fisheries ami the revenue 
derived from them can be established. 

We hare a letter this morning from a 
(Mil-respondent signing himself "West Vic- 
toria." The matter to which he refers 
is one of considerable importance, and it 
would be well if some others would ox- 
press themselves about it. The inten- 
tion of the railway company to put bet- 
ter cars on the Esquimau run was learn- 
ed with hearty appreciation by citizens 
generally, who will not remain satisfied 
that the hands of the company shall con- 
tinue tii'd by the failure of those respon- 
sible to put Rock Bay bridge in a pro- 
per condition for traffic. We urge the 
subject upon the immediate attention of 
the City Council.

The following letter, which is eelf-ex- 
plamitory, was road nt Monday evening's 
meeting of the city council: 

July IStli, 1900. 
J. It. Anderson, Esq., Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, Victoria, B. O. 

Rc Thistles, Sir:— I am directed by 
the city council to acknowledge tho re- 
ceipt of your favor of the 10th intst., ad- 
dressed to His Worship, (including copy 
uf letter went by you last year to tbe then 
mayor, Mr. Chas. E. Redfern, and of a 
letter signed by Geo. Dean's, to you re. 
thistles on the b'inlaysou estate, also copy 
of circular, nnd of the Thistle Act, 18D5), 
directing the attention of the city council 
to the prevalence in tins city ot the 
thistle denominated by you as the "Cana- 
dian" thistle. 

The council fully appreciates the fact 
of your commendable desire and endeavor 
to discharge your duty in thus regularly 
calling attention in your oUJeial capacity 
every year about this time to this matter, 
and are therefore, un this account, quite 
prepared to make a reasonable allowance 
in respect of those incidental considera- 
tions to which your annual presentment 
of this question i H apt to give rise. 

In the first place, without any desire to 
be captious in this matter, the members 
of the council are at a loss to know the 
origin of the application of the appellation 
••Canadian" to this particular kind of 
thistle, when it is a well known fact that 
mis uiisiic is indigenous over the greater 
poruon ,,i the cuiiMiiein ot .North Ameri- 
ca. If ii was because that the first this- 
He <u tnis kind, ; ,s a distinct species, 
grew wiunn the boundaries of the terri- 
tory now known as "Canada" then, no 
doubt that there is some accepted scien- 
tific evidence as to when and where tho 
first plant did grow. If so the council 
would be gratified, to receive some light 
upon this point. Hut it may be the ap- 
pellation hue been settled by some scien- 
tific authority to which, in evidence of 
the rightful application of tho term used 
to this weed, reference may easily be 
made. In case the use of the term in this 
connection lias arisen in this way, per- 
haps you would not object to cite tho 
authority which has so pronounced upon 
this question, for the information of the 
council. 

Hut another question which tho corres- 
pondence the council is favored from you 
annually raises, relates to the relative 
danger to the country from the existence 
of thistles inside the corporate limits, and 
from those happening lo'exist outside. 

Corporation boundaries in this province, 
us is well known, embrace a comparative- 
ly limited area. Thjs area is for the most 
part divided into lots upon which build- 
ings nre erected and gardens cultivated. 
In this way it is impossible for thistles 
in any large quantity to exist upon the 
greater portion of this area. That they 
tlo exist ou certain vacant lots is admit- 
ted. 

The means taken annually by the city 
to suppress the evil are well known. They 
consist (li in cutting down as far as pos- 
sible of all thistles growing in the streets; 
t-t in the verbal notification of each oc- 
cupant, owner or agent of property on 
which thistles are found growing to* have 
same removed; failing in which the said 
occupant, owner or agent is summoned to 
appear before the police magistrate and 
lined. In this way the evil is largely con- 
trolled and the nuisance, in a marked 
and measurable degree abated. One 
thing is certain, that definite and active 
steps are taken every year by tbe corpor- 
ation and its ollicials to prevent the evil 
from spreading and to diminish it. Hut 
when the relative damage to the country 
of the existence of thistles in districts 
outside of the city limits is taken into 
consideration, (and the council submits 
that it has a right to refer to this phase 
ol the question, as bearing upon its own 
responsibility), what are the circum- 
stances of the ease? 1* there a road lead- 
ing out ot" the city upon which myriads 
of so-culled "Canadian" thistles nre not 
growing, revelling in riotous luxuriance 
and disseminating in unmolested freedom 
showers of bloom, calling to mind a snow 
storm in winter, which, borne by the pass- 
ing breezes, are wafted within the cor- 
porate limits to infest the vacant ground 
within the city? Of what use are the 
incisures and precautions taken by the 
city annually tu overcome this evil, the 
spending of money in the employment of 
men and the active steps taken by mem- 
bers of the police for.'e to stamp out tufa 
vegetable malady, when from these roads 
and numerous fields of the .surrounding 
country, the acreage within the city is 
annually re-infected V If the department 
"f agriculture, or the provincial govern- 
ment has adopted any definite method of 
•■radicating this evil, besides the passin 
of the Tlustle Act, 181)5, the issuance of 
circulars and otllcial letters, the council 
would be pleased io he informed as to the 
nature uf them; the action taken by the 
government to enforce the provisions of 
the said act, the number of convictions 
obtained under the act, the number of 
men employed ami the amount of money 
that has been expended by the depart- 
ment, the number of instances where the 
costs incurred in enforcing the provisions 
of the act have been recovered from the 
owners of property, in the endeavor to 
exterminate this pestiferous weed under 
the act aforesaid. 

.Since there appeal's to be no, visible 
Hesseuing of the evil from year to year in 
these outside districts, the city authori- 
ties cannot but view the assiduous re- 
minding they receive every year of their 
duty in this regard as a concrete example 
of the ancient admonition "don't do as I 
do, but do us I say," and they according- 
ly outer an unqualified protest, once and 
tor all, against the manifest incongruity 
of being asked year after year to do 
nwuy with an evil within their jurisdic- 
tion, which, though largely removed 
every year by the active agencies' em- 
ployed by the city in the enforcement of 
their own by-law, is rendered permanent- 
ly existent, increased and aggravated by 
the ineffectual methods employed by tho 
provincial authorities to abate the "nuis- 
ance in Uio adjacent territory which is 
under their control.

Oil-boring explorations were also being 
carried on in New Brunswick and the in- 
die:'.;;.,;!.; ;;■ this r"'_ r :inl wire very favor- 
able. Prospectors' reports were very en- 
couraging. It was concluded from them 
that there were immense deposits of oil 
in the southeastern and northern sections 
of the province. 

'I'he lumber industry in New Bruns- 
wick was in ;i flourishing condition. 
There was a big demand and prices ruled 
high. There ivas a difficulty though in 
getting carriers, the price of all tramp 
steamers being so high on account of the 
wars. This, however, was beneficial in 
another way to the province for it had 
many large ship-owning communities ami 
the high rate obtainable benefitted them. 

New Brunswick had no coal exporting 
mines. There were, though, some good 
coal seams there, but they were not 
thick, and inefficient to supply the local 
demand which necessitated the importa- 
tion of fuel from Nova Scotia.

The Fraser River Strike One of 
the Chief Topics of 
Discussion. 



Mr. Mclnnes Introduces KIs 
Labor Bill— Chinese Re- 
strlctlon. 



So soon as prayers -were over In the 
legislature yesterday, Mr. ltalpli Smith 
moved the adjournment of the house in 
order to bring to its notice the state o< 
affairs existing at Stevestou. This mat- 
ter would have come up in dne time, afl 
the member for Nnnnimo City had sev- 
eral questions on the paper for the day 
regarding the sending of special pollen 
©Ulcers to the Fraser river, but the fact 
that the volunteer soldiery of Vaneouver 
and New Westminster are now occupy- 
ing Stevestou gave, if possible, a more 
.serious aspect to the trouble, and, as -Mr. 
Speaker Booth decided, justified it* 
being treated in the assembly after thi 
more unusual fashion. The debate was 
very thorough-going, a dozen of the 
n. embers taking part in it, and all sides 
and shades of opinion upon the subject 
receiving careful and withal most moder- 
ate expression. 

Mr. Smith, in introducing the subject 
represented it very ably from a labor 
standpoint, lion. Mr. Turner and Mr. 
Kidd, who are both interested in the 
salmon-packing industry, may be said to 
have spoken to the question from the 
eanners' standpoint. The position as- 
sumed by the administration in the 
premises was well set forth by Attorney- 
General Kberts and the Hon. Mr. Me- 
Bride, while Messrs. Smith Curtis ami 
Oliver, with Mr. (Jilmour handled the 
matter from the point of view of the 
opposition. The fourth member from 
Vancouver w« almost the sole speaker 
attempting to make capital out of the 
matter, all the others approaching it as a 
grave business question, practically out- 
side of the sphere of party politics. The 
leader of the opposition took no part in 
the debate. 

After a spirited retort directed at Mr 
Joseph Martin, who had endeavored to 
show that Mr. Smith was nut in order 
in introducing the matter at that stage 
<jf the sitting, the member for Nnnnimo 
at once plunged into the matter. At 
the present time the situation at Steves- 
ton was a most serious one. The gov- 
ernment had assured the house that 
they were giving the matter every con- 
sideration. He had several questions 
coming uii to-day concerning their policy 
in sending over a number of special 
policemen, but now the matter was much 
further complicated by the fact that 
hundreds of armed soldiery now sur- 
rounded this most important industry. 
These were there, it was said, to pro- 
tect the industry from the trades union- 
ists. And while no one more than him- 
self repudiated all sympathy with law- 
lessness, vet lie could not hut deplore 
the fact that all over the land the story 
had now gone forth that a recourse t<: 
the military hnd been necessary, much 
to the odium of the fair name of thin 
fair province. lie would ask the gov- 
ernment whether it were not yet possibl 
lor them to interfere and alleviate th 
most unfortunate conditions now pre- 
vailing there. 

From what he could learn too, be wnt 
assured that there was absolutely n<: 
good reason for this calling out of the 
troops. The reports in the mornings 
paper had shown how much it was re- 
sented by the people or that district, 
whose remarks that " if blood must ilow 
let the militia lie the Qrst to shed it,' 
were in perfect accord with the modera- 
tion of tin- stand that the strikers wen: 
taking. This most extreme step bad 
been taken when there was but a single 
instance of intimidation before the 
authorities, ami a single instance of 
wrong-doing could not reasonably war- 
rant it. As a matter of fact, the ex- 
tremity reached was a. I to help but one 
side of the dispute. It helped out the 
eanners and it helped out the .laps, lie 
was desirous to learn from the govern- 
ment, in order that both the house and 
the country might be informed whether 
sufficient reasons could be found for a 
step such as this, which, as all kne.v, 
was the last resort under any circum- 
stances. If such could be found, he 
would be the last to refuse to acknow- 
ledge it, and would give his (indorsations 
to such proceedings for th* sake of the 
peace and protection which they might 
afford. Hut he was forced to believe 
that the fishermen had done nothing to 
merit such extreme action, and so far 
as he could sc-o, the only result of such 
intervention was to hand over The fish 
cries of the rivers to the thousands of 
.laps, and drive the honest native toilers 
out of the industry. Beyond that it only 
played into the bnnds of the eanners. 

But it was a shame that there was 
nothing to resort to except the militia. 
He did not wish to embarrass the gov- 
ernment, but he thought they hhnilil 
ho in a position to call afl parties together 
and settle such disputes as this. Only 
the opposite results could issue from 
overawing the laborers by force of arms. 
These men had the right to combine, the 
right to object and to remonstrate and 
use all fair means to induce men to join 
in not t:ik"ig r. 1 1 fo- pries whi -o liny 
held to be out >t ieu'oi). and inlil tliey 
went beyond the'.." ngn f , armed inter- 
ference was not'i'Dg mort of an out- 
rage. 

The matter hinge 1 upon Ihi provoca- 
tion, and if the government wit; una Die 
to give siilllcient reasons for the sending 
over of the specials, and if good warrant 
was not found for the presence of Hie 
soldiery, he urged that the house should 
use its influence towards the withdrawal 
of these forces. 

He was happy to learn that the gov- 
ernment had tried to secure a settlement 
of the dispute, but it pointed much 
against the fairness of tile eanners that 
they had refused this offer of mediation, 
ami he would say the same of the men 
if it were true that they also had refused 
it. Both sides having thus declared 
against arbitration, he held it nil the 
more necessary that in the public inter- 
ests compulsory law of arbitration and 
conciliation should be embodied in the 
statute book. 

Hon.' Mr. MeBride followed. Coming 
from a riding adjoining that in which the 
trouble raged, he took a great deal of 
personal interest in it. Overtures had 
been made to the government to inter- 
fere, hut it was a well known fact that 
unless these overtures were strongly 
mnde any consequent interference was 
most likely to be futile. The eanners 
had made representations to the govern- 
ment, and when it appeared that both 
private property nnd the public pence 
were likely to bo endangered the pro- 
vincial ofllcet iiad been empowered to 
secure the service of special policemen. 
Tin? strikers, however,; had kept well 
■within the law, but when last week's re- 
port had grown very serious - , the gov- 



ernment saw lit to (send him over there. 
He had gone and .happily, had found it 
most quiet and orderly aud no disposi- 
tion apparent towards law breaking. The 
press reports of instances of intimidation 
had been corroborated by the police olU- 
cers, aud there was little doubt bur, that 
if at that time the government had sent 
over a large force, it might have aggra- 
vated tlie matter. The government of 
the day had been careful, however, to 
stand alott from committing itself to 
either side of the trouble, and of course 
had nothing to do with the calling out of 
the militia. This stand of the govern- 
ment had since been justified by the fact 
that there hail been no outbreaks of law- 
lessness. The question -was a very seri- 
ous one, indeed, as this great industry 
largely affected other businesses, not only 
of Jthe province generally, but especially 
many iu. New Westminster and other in- 
terested places. The Dominion govern- 
ment had a commissioner on the ground, 
Mr. Bremner, but he had been very late 
in urrivag, otherwise his efforts had, per- 
haps, been more successful in effecting 
a settlement. The fact that the Domin- 
ion government received so great a rev- 
enue from the licenses for fishing should 
place the more of the responsibility of 
effecting a happy settlement upon them. 

Mr. Mclnnes— When the government 
offered its services, which party refused'.' 

Mr. MeBride— The New Westminster 
board of trade with the board of trade 
for Vancouver uskej the government to 
intervene. On this the Premier tele- 
graphed, offering services, but the offer 
met with no recognition. At Stevestou, 
Mr. MeBride added, he found the situ- 
ation very hard. The eanners held abso- 
lute terms in their hands, ami the fisher- 
men likewise, making any attempt to- 
wards conciliation most difficult, indeed. 

Mr. Brown, of New Westminster, then 
pointed out that the matter had come up 
so suddenly that the government could 
not lie expected to have a system of com- 
pulsory arbitration ready to apply to the 
ease, but he thought that a public offer 
should have been made so that the party 
refusing might by that very act show it- 
self to be ill the wrong. The shortness 
of the fishing season made the need for 
such an offer all the more pressing. There 
was but one deduction from the matter, 
however, and that was. as Mr. Ralph 
Smith had said, that the government 
should put itself in a position to inter- 
fere and arbitrate in such cases as they 
were now considering. As it now stood, 
both fishermen and eanners bad kept 
firm and orderly, yet the militia had been 
sent in, ami as a result the eanners got 
their way and our own people were de- 
barred, self-debarred it might be, and 
the river given over to the .laps. A com- 
pulsory law of arbitration worked well 
in other places under these circumstances 
and doubtless it would too here. 

Mr. Xeill pointed out that the debate 
was drifting away from Mr. Smith's 
question about tile calling out of the mil- 
itia. There should lie strong reasons for 
this, as it appeared iu the statute, which 
ran as follows: "The active militia » » * 
shall be liable to be called out for ac- 
tive service with their arms and ammuni- 
tion in aid of the civil power in any case 
in which a riot, disturbance of the 
peace or other emergency requiring such 
service occurs, or is, in the opinion of the 
civil authorities, anticipated as likely to 
occur." (Three justices of the peace con- 
stitute the civil authorities referred to). 
— Militia ami Defence Act, S. 34. 

In this case he considered that the jus- 
tices of the peace had largely exceeded, 
not their jurisdiction, but their discre- 
tionary powers, as so little law-breaking 
could hardly warrant so extreme a step. 
The calling out of the militia was, it 
must be remembered, the very last re- 
sort to preserve the peace. He thought 
that the government should inquire upon 
what reasons these magistrates had 
taken such extreme action. 

Mr. Croon congratulated the bouse 
upon tlie standpoint from which they 
hail approached this grave question, as 
also the spirit in which it was being dis- 
cussed. It was quite too bad that mat- 
ters bad gone so far at Stevestou. for 
the good name of the province could not 
but suffer from such a report as that of 
the calling out of the militia to preserve 
l be peace. There was no questioning 
the fact that matters bad become very 
serious indeed on the Fraser. but th"j 
could hardly have been so bad as lo 
justify such a step as that which the 
justices had seen lit to take. There ap- 
peared to bo but one purpose in it, and 
that to advertise the one side as very 
bad indeed, and at the same time to help 
out the other in the dispute. He had 
lived iu the province tor many years, and 
knew it to be essentially la w-abiding— so 
much so that all must feel the present 
disgrace keenly and deplore it quite as 
much. The government had, however, 
taken a fair stand iu the matter. They 
had been desirous of preserving tlie peace 
and of settling the trouble, and it was a 
great pity that the parties to the dispute 
hail not accepted their offered services. 

Mr. MePhlllips came to the rescue of 
the justices of the pence. It was not 
fair to judge and condemn them, not 
only behind their backs, but without 
knowing all the circumstances of the 
case. He had been advised by the 
member from that riding that they were 
estimable men. From the press reports, 
which wns all that most of them had, 
a prima facie case appeared to have been 
made out, as from them it appeared that 
the Japs were in danger of molestation 
if they fished. A prima facie ease also 
appeared in the fact that one of the mJst 
important industries of the province wat 
being tied Up. lie quite believed in 
offering every protection to the rights of 
workingmen, but the rights of the capit- 
alist were just as much entitled to such 
protection. Regarding a law of com 
pulsory arbitration, he must state that 
ho opposed it thoroughly. Neither party 
should be taken by the throat and 
compelled to work for so much or to pay 
lit. such a rate. We had a law of arbi- 
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trUtion and conciliation now, but neither 
party would do anything they would 
not let the government interfere, either. 

Mr, Cilniour declared tliftty so' tar as 
he could see, the government had done 
nothing. The bouse had been told that 
they had the matter under consideration, 
but it find not got any further than that. 
The Minister of Mines had gone up, but 
so far as he could see, be might as well 
have stayed at home. Nor should tho 
government blame Mr. Bremner instead 
of owning up that they had done nothing 
themselves. There had been two or 
three instances of law-breaking, but that 
was not enough to warrant calling out 
tlie militia. The government should be 
condemned for letting this trouble go on. 

Mr. Oliver thought that it would bt| 
well to look at other such cases. Years 
ago there had been a serious strike at 
Nnnnimo. The militia had been called 
out then, but it was afterwards found 
that the stop was without justification, 
and probably the same will soon be dis- 
covered in this case. The whole matter 
shows that the government should be 
prepared to act with authority in these 
matters, and not allow the interests of 
the country to be jeopardized in this 
way. In the recent mining strike inter- 
ference had been most successful when 
the government had taken prompt ac- 
tion. 

-Mr. Hunter then pressed a question as 
to the truth of the report that the strike 
had collapsed and 3.000 boats were out 
fishing. ' If this press report were cor- 
rect, it showed what a good thing the 
calling out of the militia hud been. la 
referring to the old strike at Nnnnimo, 
he knew that the member who had justi 
sat down had been misinformed, as be 
had been there himself, and thought it 
amply justified. Things had been so 
bad indeed that he had not liked beitiJt 
there nt all. and had got away on the 
first opportunity. ( Laughter. I 

In answer to Mr. Hunter's question, 
Hon. Mr. Cherts stilted that the gov- 
ernment had no information upon that 
point, 

Mr. Martin— And they don't care. 

Hon. Mr. ICherts— You can well say- 
that from where you sit. 

Continuing, the Attorney-Cieneral spoke 
of the great gravity of the question and 
its widespread effects over the whole 
province. The government had through- 
out considered it so and had only sent 
the special ollicers when the preservation 
of the peace demanded it. Since the Hon. 
Mr. McBride's visit, however, there had 
been overt acts of intimidation. lio.it 
bad been sent against boat and fights 
bad occurred on the water, iu which so 
many as l'.i men had ranged on a side. 
I The Attorney-Ceneral then read a let- 
ter from Oillcer Lister, describing this 
and other affairs generally.) The gov- 
ernment had been careful, however, lo 
side with neither party in the mutter, but 
holding a middle course to seek to main- 
tain the peace or the district. This he 
considered was their first duty. There 
had been but few overt nets of violence, 
but the river was regularly patrolled by 
the fishermen, and with so many men 
combining there had been a great deal of 
unrest. 

lU'gurdliig the calling out of the 210 B nl- 
dlers, the government knew nothing big 
the general report. The facts under which 
the Justices of the Pence acted were not 
In their possession, nor were they before 
the house, so that It would nut be right to 
prejudge matters. The winners might have 
required the protection, but. Hie fishermen 
should be protected as well. Regarding the 
cry of "arbitrate," why not arbitrate ev- 
erything? Resides, the government cannot 
provide compulsory arbitration within 20 
hours. He might be quite justified In ask- 
ing the gentleman opposite why this was 
not provided for In the session of 1800, So 
far as lie personally was concerned, If a 
man wanted to go on a strike he did* not 
believe In stopping him by a statute. 

On n remark from Mr. Mclnnes, tlie at- 
torney-general promised to bring down all 
the communications his department had 
concerning the matter. 

Mr. tireen then took the Door £"j a few 
minutes in defence of Mr. Bremner, the Do- 
minion labor commissioner. He was a good 
man. well title. 1 f.»r !h« "file,., consider- 
ed, ami was doing all ho could to Improve 
mailers. He was an unassuming mini wlih- 
iill, though Ilia I dbl not make many noisier 
men any better than lie. 

Lest anyone should construe his remarks 
Into a collection upon Mr. Ilreniner, the 
Hon. Mr. Mellrlde then stated that such an 
Intention was farthest from Ids mind. 

Hon. .Mr. Turner then took up tin. ques- 
tion. From ills Interests lie was able to 
approach it from a dinner's standpoint. 
.Some „f the gentlemen opposite were ad- 
vocating compulsory arbitration and any- 
thing thai would save the country from such 
disasters us this was to ho gladly welcomed, 
but how could It be enforced: If an award 
went against the eanners of course It could 
be, hut If ucalnst the men, how could they 
be forced to Ash? Such a scheme seemed 
to him very one-sided. The eanners would 
have to pay In either ease. 

The real reason for the trouble, lie con- 
sidered, was In the bnnds of the Dominion 
government, and lay iu the great increase 
of licenses issued. Eight thousand men 
"ere trying to Dull where there was room 
for half that number. With a good run 
these 8.000 would take far more fish than 
the canneries could bnndle. Even with bm 
1,000 boats fish had been thrown away in 
great numbers. The consequence of so 
many ashing was that In order to make as 
much as they used to do the priee for llsh 
must lie twice as big and so boats taking 
but ICO llsh would still make SJo In „ day. 
The theory that if you pay hotter wages 
you gel n higher price did not work In 
packing salmon on the Fraser. Alaska anil 
Oregon put up such big packs that they 
controlled the market. Besides this tlie 
dinners had had two bud years lately and 
so could not alTord to trllle with margins. 
There was no doubt thai before tin. uillltlu 
rrlved on the river there had b en In 1 1 ml ,a- 
tion. Both whites aud Japs had been afraid 
"' 80 out. The Japs had come there 
through the Dominion government, loo, 
Which was the same government that 
licensed them to do the fishing. 

Mr. Kbld followed. 11,. resided there anil 
had seen the trouble grow. Ii had arisen 
gradually, but hnd reached so high a pitch 

when Intervention hnd 1 u offered that 

It could not avail. He was slightly Inter- 
ested in u cannery himself, and so knew a 
Utile more about It. Tbe prejudice against 
the Japs had caused part of the trouble. 
There hnd been no dinners' union until this 
year, anil the fishermen had made the nils- 
lake of thinking that this was a combine 
against them. Instead of that It was rather 
a protect ion and had been made to secure 
a uniform price for llsh. There may have 
been mistakes on botli sides. Perhaps If 
the dinners had put a minimum price on 
llsh a little earlier tlie trouble would not 
have made such headway. He knew tbe 
Justices well. Mr. Wilkinson was reeve of 
the municipality. Mr. Hunt hnddfor long 
had a store at Stevestou. and so his In- 
terest was wrapped up in tlie fishermen, 
and Mr. Whltesldes, a foreman, was also 
an excellent man. Hi? thought until they 
knew whal they were talking about It would 
show wisdom to suppress opinions. Ho had 
seen a press report about the Japs being 
armed. If tills were true It wns a serious 
matter-one which the government should 
Investigate, and the men should be disarm- 
ed. There wns no doubt, too, that intimi- 
dation reigned. He himself knew white 
men, good fishermen, who were afraid to 
go out. There could be no question about 
this mutter li.'splte of what nnyono might 
say. He hoped that a satisfactory settle 
meat wns nf hand. _ , 

-..Jit './'PioUiy jconsldererf M^t Mr,[l}a'lph 
Smith had done well In bringing the mat- 



ter up. He would not blame the justices. 
They had acted In the cause of law and 
order, and. the success of their deed, had 
quite justitlod its sort. It was pasy. to ljick 
Hie door alter the , horse was stolen, and 
uo'oiie could wish to see harm ti me before 
tbe soldiers had been called In. They were 
now there, and tlie llshlug was going ou, 
and hot-heads were being prevented from 
carrying out their threats. He had read 
tlie press reports and as these had gone un- 
contradicted they must have stated the 
facts fairly, and probably bloodshed bad 
been prevented by tlie presence of the mili- 
tary. The justices were not answerable to 
this bouse, which was perhaps a good thing. 
They had acted uader tlie Dominion 
statutes. 

This remark was criticized by Mr. Smith 
Curtis, who held that as the justices of the 
pence were appointed by tills government 
they were rightly amenable to it. Mr. Cur- 
tis then pointed out that the government 
speakers bad differed in some points, and 
held that the fault lay either with the Jus- 
tices of the peace or the government. He 
considered that the militia bail been called 
out merely to give employment to ;t,U(X) 
Japs. He still urged that tlie government 
should interfere and after that bring in a 
compulsory arbitration bill. 

Tlie debate closed with some trilling cross- 
flrlng between Messrs. Martin, Curtis anil 
MePhlllips, each speaking at cross purposes 
lo the other. It lasted about two hours. 

Mr. Mclnnes introduced his labor bill, 
of which notice had been given on the 
first day of the session. By it tlie eight- 
hour day is reaffirmed for metalliferous 
mining and its principles extended to 
coal milling and government works. In 
some -10 different callings the bill also 
applies a reading test similar to that of 
the Natal Act, with, however, a very 
far-reaching limitation to its application. 
The chief sections run as follows: 

3. No labor shall be employed for 
moie than eight hours in every twenty- 
fi in- hours in any mine below ground, 
or on or about any government work. 
This section shall not apply to any per- 
son engaged in saving life, relieving suf- 
fering, preventing serious loss to prop- 
erty or in eases of emergency arising in 
tin. natural course of events; nor shall 
Ibis section apply lo or effect any gov- 
ernment work which has been con- 
tracted for at the time of the passing of 
this act. 

-I. No person shall be employed on or 
about any of the works, industries, 
places or matters enumerated in 
Schedule "A" to ibis act. who is unable 
to ie.-ol :n a, i ICiiropean language this act 
and oil lot- Dominion ami Provincial 
statutes, municipal by-laws, ami public 
mid piivate rules and regulations by 
which such works, industries, places or 
matters are authorized, licensed, lion- 
lissed. affected, regulated or controlled. 
This section shall not apply to or effect 
in any way any person who is on the 
register of voters in any electoral dis- 
trict for the legislative assembly in Brit- 
ish Columbia, any full-blooded Indian, 
or any person of full Caucasian blood. 
Penalty. 

5. Any person or laborer who works in 
contravention of Sections .'I and -1 of 
this act, and any employer who employs 
such person or laborer, shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding $20 and not less 
than So for each and every day such per 
son or laborer works, to be recoverabb 
upon the complaint of any person under 
the provisions of the Summary Oouvic 
tions Act, a moiety of which penalty 
shall belong to the complainant. 
Enforcement. 

0. Section -1 of this act shall not come 
into force until the 1st day of January. 
10O1. 

Schedule "A" — Mine, logging camp 
fruit cannery, sewer, printing house 
lumber mill, lish cannery, road, railroad 
track, clearing land, factory, fishing- 
dyke, tunnel, building, construction 
shingle mill, brewery, ditch, wharf 
freight shed, foundry, laundry, garden 
store, slaughter house, government work, 
warehouse, electric works, livery, dwell- 
ing bouse, tailor shop, saloon, round- 
house, gas works, stable, hotel, butcher 
shop, quarry, machine shop, waterworks, 
farm or boarding house. 

That bandy annual , the Songbees reserve 
question, was then brought up by Mr.

Speaking to the motion, Mr. Helmcken re- 
minded the house of all the Information 
•to lie had In tlie correspondence of 18:17 and 
the reporl of Mr. McKennn. There was no 
need for him to go over It all again, lis In 
believed that the matter would receive tin 
attention of the government. Since then, 
however, no steps bad been taken hnd m 
further correspondence exchanged. 

Mr. Brown also spoke to the mot Ion. anil 
traced the story of this reserve. It had not 
•he common origin of such tracts, but was 
a distinct gift from Sir Jr.n>»H Douglas to 
certain Indians and their children, as al- 
though over It, as over other Indian lands, 
the Dominion government acted as trustees. 
Tlie Songbees Indians, however, had tlie 
undertaking of the province Iu this matter, 
and a bargain having been made, and made 
by tlie public, he believed that such a bar- 
gain should be carried out to tlie letter. 

The motion was then put aud carried. 

The New Westminster Belief bl'l was then 
introduced by measnge from Ills Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, and duly signed. 

Mr. Green introduced tlie Sandon Belief 
'■III, and on explaining its Import said tbe 
bill was up before last winter and received 
'ts lirst reading. 

Tin' Small Debts Oourt bill was again tak- 
en up in committee, and after a small 
amendment laid over for further considera- 
tion.

MOTION'S. 

' On Monday next Mr. Tallow will 
move: 

Resolved, that after repeated resolu- 
tions and addresses of this assembly, the 
government of Canada in 1883 introduced 
and carried an act to restrict and regu- 
late Chinese immigration into Canada, 
the principal provisions of said act be- 
ing: 

A poll tax, on landing, of fifty dollars. 
No vessel to carry more than one Chinese 
to every fifty tons of its tonnage. Every 
Chinese person who wished to leave Can- 
ada, with the intention of returning there- 
to, on giving notive of such intention to 
the controller at tlie port or place whence 
he proposed to sail or depart, and sur- 
rendering to tbe said officer his certificate 
of entry or of residence, to receive iu lieu 
thereof, on payment o£ a fee of- one dol- 
lar, a certificate of leave to depart, nnd 
return. .That in 1S87 this get was amend- 
ed :uml iimproveil by the parliament of 
Canada. That in 1S02 the act was fur- 



ther amen, led. Tlnit after experience the 
act of 18S5 was found to be ineffective 
for the purposes intended. That in lSUli, 
during; the 'general elections for the Do- 
minion parliament, the present Prime 
Minister of Canada, the then leader of 
tlie opposition in the House of Commons 
of Canada, gave an assurance in the fol- 
lowing telegram, which was immediately 
published at public meetings aud in the 
press of this province: 

"Montreal, May 25th, 1S90. 

"Chinese immigration restriction not a 
question in tile East; views of the Lib- 
erals iu tlie West will prevail with me. 

(Signed) "WILFRID LATJRIER." 

That, until the year 1000, no action 
was taken by the Right Honorable Sir 
Wilfrid Lnurier to meet the views of the 
Liberals of the West, who, in common 
with the majority of the people, were 
alarmed by the growing and ever increas- 
ing injury due to tlie steady iutlux of 
the Chinese into British Columbia. That 
legislation of this province, intended to 
ameliorate to some extent the condition of 
labor other than that of the Mongolian 
nice, has been disallowed by His Excel- 
lency the Governor-General, on the ad- 
vice of the present Dominion government. 

This house in 1807 resolved"Thut an 
humble address be presented by this 
house to the Lieutenant-Governor, pray- 
ing him to move tlie Dominion govern- 
ment to take into consideration the desir- 
ability of increasing tlie per capita tax 
on Chinese coining into tlie Dominion, 
and urging that, in the opinion of this 
house, three-fourths of all moneys re- 
ceived in British Columbia ports from the 
present tax, or lif such tax be increased) 
three-fourths of such revenue so increas- 
ed, should be paid to this province, as the 
duet injury from the presence of the 
Chinese is sustained by the province nud 
not by tbe Dominion." 

That this house has learned with deep 
regret that, instead of adopting an ef- 
fective measure of protection against 
Chinese immigration, the Canadian par- 
liament has this year adopted what is, 
under the circumstances, a purely rev- 
enue bill, known as "The Chinese immi- 
gration Act, 1000," tlie chief provisions 
of which are to increase the per capita 
tax on Chinese coming into the Dominion 
from .•foil to $100, and that one-fourth 
part of the net proceeds of nil taxes paid 
by Chinese immigrants shall be paid to 
that province wherein they are collected. 
That an humble address be presented by 
this house to His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, praying him to advise His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General of Can- 
ada that this house is of opinion that the 
'•Chinese Immigration Act, 1000," is un- 
satisfactory, disappointing, ami wholly 
fails to meet the exigencies of the situ- 
ation.

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Preservation 

Of Forests 



Interesting Speech by Sir Henri 
Joly Before Forestry 
Association. 



Useful Suggestions to British 
la 3 Columbians— Alms of the 
Organization. 







A few weeks ago the Colonist publish 
cd an interview with Sir Henri Joly, in 
■ which His Honor told of the great inter- 
est he took in the subject of forestry pre- 
servation, A. report of the lirst annual 
meeting of the Canadian Forestry Asso- 
ciation, of which Sir Henri is president, 
leld at Ottawa in March last, is at hand. 
Hewitt Bostock, M.P., is vice-president 
of the organization for British Columbia. 
At the meeting referred to Sir Henri 
Joly delivered a very interesting address 
cm the subject of forestry, which may be 
rea'l with interest by many Colonist 
readers, 

Sir Henri stated that a number of Can- 
adians interested in forestry had been 
connected with the American Forestry 
Association, but that then' were very 
few of them left, and it was considered 
that it was now time to form an associa- 
tion for Canada, which could use its in- 
Uuence directly on our own people. The 
objects to be served by the formation of 
a fotestry association for Canada may bu 
stated as — 

First: To advocate and encourage judi- 
cious methods in dealing with our forests. 
] luring the time I was connected with 
the American Forestry Association, 
since 1SS2, they have been trying to in- 
duce the government to preserve the tim- 
ber lands on the slopes uf the mountains 
and on the headwaters of the great riv- 
ers. They had seen the deplorable effects 
uf the destruction of the forests) on the 
continent of Europe, Professor Fernow 
and the members of the Forestry Asso- 
ciation saw the danger there was to the 
prosperity of the country if the forests of 
the Itocky Mountains were destroyed. I 
am a witness to what they did in order to 
induce the American government to take 
an interest in this question, and they 
have succeeded in getting laws passed tit 
Washington to ensure the protection of 
the forests on the headwaters of their 
great streams. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have been expended in the 
states, to purchase large extent of lands 
only lit for tree culture, and to re-alTor- 
est them, as in the Adirondacks where 
we can see the terrible ravages wrought 
by the blind destruction of the forest. 
Under our system in Canada we keep the 
ownership uf the lands and license out 
tlie cutting of the timber under certain 
regulations, while in the United States 
taey have sold nearly all their forests, 
( scept what Professor Fernow and the 
.American Forestry Association have 
been able to save. 

To appeal to the experience of Canada 
and the results so well known to our own 
lumbermen. There was a time when the 
lumbermen, if they heard of forestry, 
would turn away in disgust and consider 
it only a nuisance, but they have begun 
to had out that it is quite the reverse: 
Take the question of tires, There bins 
been more valuable timber destroyed by 
lire than by the axe of the lumberman. 

The lumbermen have found out that it 
is not only with the wish of holding 
meetings, which only end in the printing 
of more or less interesting addresses, 
that such an association as this is formed 
for the protection of forests. Wq can 
point to the success obtained in guarding 
the forest against tire to show how much 
an association like this can help to ac- 
complish. We have before uo a task 
most interesting, most productive, mid if 
we carry it out with enthusiasm, such as 
the subject deserves, it must be of real 
good to the country. 

A second object of tin- association is to 
awaken public interest to the dangers re- 
sulting from undue destruction -of the 
timber along the sources of rivers and 
streams. In the Western States, such as 
Colorado and Montana, the title of their 
chief forestry officer is, as I remember 
it, Chief Forestry and Irrigation. In 
the reports of these officers they explain 
that the purpose in view in planting 
trees is nut so much to procure timber 
and fuel, as to secure fertility in the re- 
gions suffering from drought. The roots 
of trees, leaves, moss, etc., are like a 
sponge which holds the rain water and 
prevents it from rushing/ down on the 
fertile valleys and converting them into 
beds of gravel, as has occurred with such 
destructive effect in the south of France, 
Italy, Spain, Greece and other southern 
countries. Let us preserve the trees and 
the regular supply or watqr and moisture 
necessary for fertilization is preserved. 

A third object is to consider and recom- 
mend the exploration as far as practi- 
cable of our public domain and its divi- 
sion into agricultural, timber and miner- 
al lands with a view to direct immigra- 
tion and the pursuits of our pioneers into 
the channels best suited to advance their 
iuten^ts ami the public welfare. If there 
ir. anything important and that ought to 
have been done generations ago it is this, 
and we can still do it with our public 
domain. We can study our own proper- 
ty to discover what it is lit for. ascertain 
whether in those parts of the country 



which nature has supplied with a bounti- 
ful crop of trees it is better to remove or 
to preserve them. When trees are re- 
moved we often leave only a barren wild- 
erness. On the other hand there are 
lands with a rich and productive soil. We 
ought to discriminate, and not to allow 
the settler on lands unlit for cultivation. 
On tins side of Lake Superior nearly all 
the land unlit for agriculture is covered 
with trees which sire of real value, and 
there are many cases where the trees are 
much more valuable than any crop, even 
from the good land. It is necessary to 
draw the attention of the federal and the 
provincial authorities to the cruelty of 
sending settlers where the soil is not fit 
for cultivation, with tlie result that, after 
persevering efforts continued for years to 
save thomeslves and the fruits of their 
labor, they are obliged to move and leave 
large tracts of wilderness which would 
have been valuable for timber culture. It 
is noticeable that on lands unfit for agri- 
culture, on sandy soil, we often find tine 
piue forests. 

Another object is to promote forest tree 
planting in the treeless areas of our 
northwestern prairies, and also along the 
streets and in the parks of our villages, 
towns and cities. The Western prairies 
suffer from drought. We know that wind 
is more dessicating^and can absorb as 
much moisture as the sun. I have been 
in the Northwest in the month of August 
and could not account for the strange 
sensation felt until I discovered that it 
was due to the continual wind, without 
gusts, but making itself felt as a steady 
current, like that of a uvcr, By planting 
belts of trees across our land we will 
break that steady wind that sucks up the 
moisture off the soil; there is no doubt 
that one of the most important things to 
help the Xurthwesl f:.rmer is the plant- 
ing of »trees. Undoubtedly there is a 
capacity for growing trees in the North- 
west, though it was denied for a long 
time. At Moose .law, at Medicine Hat. 
Calgary, etc., trees have been planted by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
and are nourishing, and much has been 
done in this direction by the Experimen- 
tal Farms under the direction of Dr. 
Saunders.

Among the arrivals at the Driard on 
Tuesday were Hear- Admiral Albeit 
Kautz of the United States navy, whose 
llag flics from the U. S. S. Iowa, the 
llagship of the Pacific division, Mrs. 
Kautz and Lieut. L. M. Garrett, flag- 
lieutenant of the Iowa. The American 
naval otllcorts and Mrs. Kautz arrived by 
the steamer Garland from Port Angeles, 
where the Iowa is now engaged in put- 
ting in her target practise. They will 
spend a few days here taking in the beau- 
ties of Victoria and its surroundings. 
This is a trip, which the ad- 
miral says he has long prom- 
ised himself, for he remembers 
Victoria after an absence of 32 years as 
a very attractive city. His vessel is to 
come' to Fciiiuimalt on Friday. "And 
when she docs/' said the admiral with a 
laugh, "l want my thirteen guns," 

Speaking of that 13 gun matter about 
which Aumiral Kempll of the F. S. S. 
Newark, one of the Heel oil Taku "raised 
a tempest in a teapot," to quote the cor- 
respondent of the London Globe, Rear- 
Aduiiral Kautz said in explanation that 
in the United States navy there were IS 
real-admirals all told, and there were 
nine who did not rank as high an the 
other nine, and did not receive the same 
pay. .Nine have, what the naval men 
call "bogus titles," they having been 
created rear-admirals by tlie secretary of 
thi. navy. In the navy lists they are 
noted as' commodores. They have a rank 
equalling that of brigadier in the army. 
The senior nine, who are noted in the 
navy list by thdir titles i>f rear-admirals, 
have a rank corresponding with the army 
rank of major-general. These nine are 
fully entitled to the customary Roar- 
iVdiniral's salute of thirteen guns, while 
the other nine are entitled by rank to 
11 guns, although in United States wat- 
ers they are usually given thirteen, Rcar- 
Admiral Kempff is of the sec- 
ond nine. He- is second in 
command to Rear-Admiral Uemey, 
who ics in command of tiie China 
fleet of the United States navy, lie, 
however, wears the same uniform, Hies 
the same llag ami is considered to be en- 
titled to the same privileges. Therefore, 
he might, in courtesy have had a salute 
of 13 guns. However, it is nothing to 
make a fuss about. 

Naturally the rear-admiral is much in- 
terested in' the Eastern troubles, lie says 
four of his otlicers left for the scene of 
action a few days ago. These were 
Lieutenant Britain and Fnsigns Hnnsi- 
I11111, Bnbcock and Crouau. He has hopes 
:!:■:: the members of the legations and the 
nthei foreigners in Pekin may still he 
safe, lie had small hopes for their safe- 
ty, he said, until reading yesterday the 
press despatches from Chinese officials, 
which leads him to think that they have 
after all been held by the Chinese as 
hostages. 

Admiral Kautz was in command of the 
American sailors at Apia about two years 
ago. He "was then Hying his llag from 
the U. S. S. Philadelphia, He nays it 
was strange how Great Britain let tier- 
many "have the cake in Samoa, but after 
all they are both better out of it. The 
cost of keeping up tlie show of force ne- 
cessary there was more than their worth. 
The Americans got the best harbor in 
Pago Pago, he says, and Lient. Garrett 
joins him in this opinion. The harbor, so 
called at Apia, is a very bad one. Under- 
writers will not accept risks on sailing 
vessels there during three months of the 
year, for fear of hurricanes driving ves- 
sels ashore. He wonders how it was that 
Uncle Sam got into that row anyTTaT; for 
the American interests were not great 
there. There were only a few of their 
citizens. The greater number interested 
in Samoa belonged to Germany, the 
greater areas of coffee plantations all be- 
ing held by Germans. 

The way Britain and the United States 
dropped out though in favor of Germany 
reminded him of a story of a character 
he knew in Ohio. There was there a 
long-haired man, he said, who travelled 
around the state preaching and lecturing 
and soon became a regular dead-head on 
trains and hotels. He rode free and ate 
free. Everywhere he seemed to he 
known a dead-head, hut one day he struck 
a new place and the owner did not know- 
Mr. J. N. Free— thut was his name, lie 
put up at tiiis place and next morning as 
was his custom he was preparing to walk 
out with his grip, when the proprietor 
called him. 

"Hold on," he said, "you haven't paid 
your bill." The immortal .1. N„ as he 
called himself, told the proprietor that it 
was not customary for him to pay. 
"Well." said the hotel man, " I won't he 
hard. I'll take off half. All right said j 
the immortal .1. N., I'll take off the other' 
half." 

"That is just what Britain and the' 
United States did in Samoa," said the 
rear-admiral. "The United States took 1 
off one half anil John Hull took off the 
other."

GAME PRESERVATION. 

Sir: Now that prosperity seems to be 
the order of things, could not something 
be done to make this Island attractive 
from a sportsman's point of view'.' The 
contemplated expenditure of large sums 
uf money in beautifying our city will 
doubtless prove a good investment, and 
he the means of greatly increasing our 
population, lair will no; in. luce sports- 
men, who are generally men of means, to 
locate here. Dame is, 1 regret to say, 
getting scarcer every year, in spite uf 
our game laws. As soon as the cock blue 
grouse commence to hoot in the spring, 
guns and rilled by the dozen are after 
them, and they are slaughtered whole- 
sale: this is a very serious mutter, for 
the blue grouse being polygamous, every 
bird that is killed before the breading 
season means the loss lo the country of 
a whole covey of birds. Then, again, a 
day or two before the shooting sea. am. 
commences and afterwards, the practice 
of shooting grouse for sale is doing a 
great deal of harm, for as long as there 
is a bird left, and a chiince of making 
two bits out of him, his life is in danger. 
This practice of shooting for the market 
ir. carried on extensively i n the islands, 
ami you would he surprised at the enor- 
mous' bunches of grolise which find their 
way to Victoria and elsewhere every 
week, which must in lime make grouse a 
thing of the past in these localities. 
Then, again, sir. 1 should like to say a 
word on behalf of our 'rout. These aro 
supposed, like our game, t,, lie protected, 
and to be caught in a fair and nporta- 
. manlike manner, but are they? Well, 
some are, but I venture t., say that oin~ 
| third or more of the trout caught during 
ing the season are taken with salmon 
' roe, which can be purchased for the pur- 
I pose ill this city. Anglers who go In for 
this kind of fishing excuse themselves by 
'saying that they use salmon roe simply 
j for ground baiting, but this is too thin 
'altogether; trout feeding on this kind of 
bait will take no other. Some of our 
I lakes are now getting pretty well iislr- 
J ed out, and trout, like our grouse, will 
| soon disappear. Another kind of angler 
who is not beneficial to the Ashing com- 
munity is the man who keeps all he 
cathees, big and small; some of these 
I gentlemen have been known to till their 
I baskets with sprats not more than live 
inches in length. Now what is to be 
done to prevent this kind of thing going 
ion? To my mind, if I might be allowed 
j to say so, a rod and gun license would 
greatly assist matters ami would not only 
j bring in a good revenue lojhe province, 
| but would enable the government to ap- 
point game and fish wardens and pay 
them a good salary for their services. 
Trusting I have not made this letter too 
lengthy, and that it may be the means of 
doing some good.

What will probably prove to be the 
most important action of the National 
Council of Women, of local interest, dur- 
ing its session here, was that taken yes- 
terday, when, at the suggestion of Mrs. 
Pooley and Mrs. Gillespie, the question 
of securing, if possible, a weekly half- 
holiday for girls employed in the Victoria 
shops and stores, was referred to the 
consideration of a special committee. 

The entire proceedings at yesterday's 
session were of an interesting character. 
A •well-attended prayer meeting was held 
in the moruing at 32 Rao street, under 
the auspices of the Y. W. C. A., and the 
balance of tin' morning's session was 
taken up with the consideration of reso- 
lutions. Lunch, provided by the ladies 
of the Presbyterian churches, was par- 
taken of at noon: and in the afternoon 
there were sectional conferences and a 
meeting of the Women's Art Associa- 
tion, nil full of interest. At 5 p.m. tea 
was partaken of at the invitation of Sir 
Henri Joly. 

The morning session opened nt 10 a. 
in. at the school room of St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church. After silent prayer 
and the rending of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting, announcements were 
made that a letter had been received 
from Mr. Bnynes Ueed, asking the ladies 
of the council to visit the meteorological 
works; ami that i ho Vancouver and 
New Westminster local councils extend- 
ed cordial invitations to the National 
Council to visit their respective cities. 

The treasurer's report was read by 
Mrs. Coad, and showed that the receipts 
for the last fiscal year were $SU2.5t>, and 
that there was a balance on hand of 
$91.95. 

The reading of reports from standing 
committees was then resumed. The 
press committee, whose work, it was ex- 
plained, was not to supervise the Cana- 
dian press, but to furnish the press with 
reports of council work, brought forward 
the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

"That each local council that has not 
already done so, lie urged to appoint a 
small press committee, whose duty It 
shall be to see that correct reports of 
their meetings and other information 
concerning their work be furnished to 
t ho local newspapers from time to time, 
thus widening tin- interest ami the in- 
fluence of their council in their locality; 
and that the convener of each press sub- 
committee send to the convener of the 
National Council any items of council 
news that may be of general interest 
and that may be helpful or give a wider 
circulation than can be obtained by local 
newspapers." 

Mrs. FitzGibbons' report of the com- 
mittee appointed to help the Doukhohor 
women was of special interest. It was 
us follows: 

DOUKUOKOIl HOME INDUSTKIKS. 

At the annual meeting of the .National 
Council of Women, held in Hamilton in 
October, 1899, the attention of the mem- 
bers was called to tin' needs of the Douk- 
hohor women who had lately settled in 
the Northwest prairies of Canada. Their 
emigratou hud taken place under excep- 
tionally sad circumstance*. Persecuted 
and cruelly oppressed by the Russian au- 
thorities on account of their religious 
opinions and refusal to bear arms, they 
had, thanks to the humanity of the Can- 
adian government, found a sanctuary in 
tlie Western prairies of the Dominion. 

The excellent character of the Doilk- 
hobortsi, as testified to by all those who 
had come in contact with them, and the 
great promise they gave of being most 
suitable settlers for the Northwest coun- 
try, excited a deep interest among the 
members of the woman's council, 

A standing committee was appointed to 
enquire into the best method of giving 
practical tspre-»'on I i tile interest and 
sympathy of the woman's council with 
the women of the Doukhobortsi. who 
were endeavoring to make their homes 
under such ditlicult circumstances in the 
far West. It was decided hy this com- 
mittee that, in ord'T to foster the laud- 
able spirit of independence noticeable 
among the Doukhobortsi, a loan should 
be raised and apph'J to the encourage 
incut of Inline in lusi I les among the wo- 
men. Thus scheme met with the warm 
approval of those who were familiar with 
the characteristics of the people, who, 
< > w i 1 1 - to the lack of money with which 
to purchase material, might find a water 
of enforced idleness before them. 

The department of iinmigralion was 
communicated with, and the deputy min- 
ister of tlie interior expressed his approv- 
al ami appreciation of the scheme. 

Tlie standing committee met on the 
127th of October, at No. :; (Jrange road, 
Toronto, nt the residence of Mrs. D'AI- 
ton McCarthy.' There were present: 
Lady Taylor, in the chair; Mrs. Fitz- 
( ribbon, convener; Mrs. McOwan, repre- 
senting Manitoba; Mi's. W. Ctimmings, 
representing Toronto: Miss [lowland, re- 
presenting Quebec; Miss Gayley, repre- 
senting Prince Edward Island: Mrs. Nic- 
liol, Kingston; Mrs. Burke, West Algo- 
inn; Mi's. Thompson, St. John; Mrs. Ynr- 
ker. London: Miss Cox, representing 
British Columbia, and Miss Wilson, sec- 
re tar:'. 

It was resoh-ed at this meeting that a 
Rub-comuiittec should be appointed under 
tlie standing committee, and that ouch 
loci I council should appoint a committee 
to raise a loan which would be paid into 
the hands of the sub-eommittec and ad- 
ministered by them; these loans to be re- 
paid within a period of three years. 

The sub-committee was then appointed, 
consisting of Lady Taylor, Miss Cnrty, 
Mrs. W. Cummings, Mrs Dignain, treas- 
urer, Miss Rowland, secretary, and Mrs. 
Fitz-Gibbon, convener. 

Miss Rowland was obliged inter on to 
retire from the position of secretary, and 
Mrs. Russell took her place and faithful- 
ly carried out her duties until she left for 
England in May, when Mrs. II. Strathy 
took her place until her return in the 
autumn. 

On January tlie 18th an industrial com- 
mittee was elected which consisted of 
Mrs, H, Strathy, Mrs. Walter Barwick, 
convener, Miss McLean Howard, treas-

which in money amounted to sU.070.7N. 
This money was sent by individuals and 
councils who were not prepared to exact 
a return of their money from a people so 
situated as were the Doukhobortsi. and 
the committee, while not organized for 
the purpose of distributing gilts to the 
women, could not refuse to accept help 
for people so deserving. 

Through the .Montreal council came a 
gift of hand-looms costing .S17(i, and a 
further sum of S.SS.UN came through Mrs. 
Cox, of Montreal council, and this sum 
was applied to the purchase of eighty- 
seven box stoves, asked for by the inhabi- 
tants of some of tlie villages where the 
boiiscM bud not had time to dry before the 
winter , and consequently the heat from 



must have amounted to about 250. 

The committee have now prepared over 
400 articles to send into the colonies this 
autumn by Mrs. Fitz-Gibbon, and with 
these articles are to be sent the designs 
bought in Moscow, which will insure a 
greater variety of work being returned 
next spring. 

The value of the material prepared is 
over $230 ami the variety of articles to 
be worked much greater than last sea- 
son. 

Linen lace is knitted by the women, but 
until they can procure enough flax to 
spin their own thread the lace is not of 
sufheient value to warrant encouraging 
the women to knit it. a the thread sold 
in Canada is not pliable and soft enough 
to make the Russian lace so much in de- 
mand in England.

Ottawa council sent $21, and Hamilton 
local council sent $4S worth of wool. The 
eighty-seven stoves with dampers and 
pipes cost $301.01. The committee paid 
i or milch cows, which were bought near 
the colonies, $334. This they were en- 
abled to do. as the sum of $429.25 passed 
through the convener's hands, coining 
from all parts of Ontario, and much of 
the money marked "for cows lor the 
Doukhobors." 

The expenses of telegraphing, postage, 
stationery, and express came to $14.77, 
ami this amount was paid from the gift 
fund. 

In the spring news came from the colo- 
nies that some of the old people anil child- 
ren were suffering from the lack of cows' 
milk. Mr. Crerer was communicated 
with and authorized to purchase some 
cows for the most needy villages. The 
Kuml was then closed, as on the bill for 
stoves the loan fund had to pay $30.85, 
which sum is to lie returned before 
Christmas. 

Through the hands of the convener 
about fifteen tons of goods of every des- 
cription were sent to the colonies from 
people in many parts of Ontario, anil 
thanks to the generosity of the C. 1". K. 
authorities, these goods, with both the 
titoves, looms, and spinning-wheels, were

salable articles. The committee were 
obliged tu purchase lace and insertion 
and make the squares into sideboard 
cloths and live o'clock tea cloths, and 
their enterprise was rewarded by a fairly 
goo J sale. The next step was to buy and 
arrange linen and towelling and some line 
lawn squares for hnnderchiefs. and to 
send these witli materials for working to 
the colonics, asking Mile, de Carousa, a 
llussian lady interested in these people, 
to try and explain to them what was re- 
quired, The result, as a whole, was most 
satisfactory, and the work has til! been 
returned and much of it sold. But tlie 
committee hope to ritill further educate 
the women as to what is wanted for our 
market, by sending out an interpreter in 
the shape of an English lady who speaks 
Russian, to explain fully what each kind 
of work requires, and to help Mrs. Pitz- 
Gibbon, the convener of the Bub-commit- 
tee, to organize certain work centres 
where a responsible woman will give out 
and receive the material as it is finished, 
and communicate directly with the com- 
mittee.
